Medical Officer's Report for 1950 


Mre Chairman and Gentlemen, 
I beg to submit my Annual Report for 1950. 


Population. The population of the Urban District, as estimated 
by the Rogistrar-General at 39th June, 1950, was 1,865, 


Housing. (a) OVercrowding. The position is similar to that 
referred to in my last report and there are only very few casos 
of overcrowding in tho district. 

(b) Gonoral.. The 10 houses at tho Ludlow Road Sito, tho 
building of which commenced in 1949, havo now boon comploted and 
are in occupation. A furthor 8 housos aro in courso of 
oroction on this sito and consont has boon obtainod to tho 
appropriation of a portion of tho gardon allotmmts as a site 
for tho orection of 6 housos, 


Transport. Tho transport sorvicos provided appoar to bo adoquatea 
for tho noighbourhoode It is undorstood that ono firm of 
operators is to carry out oxtonsivo works of reconstruction at 
thoir Omnibus Station. 


Schools. Tho playing fiold at tho county Socondary Modom School 
is boing oxtondod to provide additional facilitios for tha — 
pupils and a dwollinghouse for tho Carotakor has boon oroctods 
Tho Primary School in Wost Stroot should bo brought into lino 
with prosont day standards, 


Comotory. Tho numbor of burial spacos availablo in tho consocratod 
portion of tho Comotory is boing roducod and tho timo can bo 
forcsoon whon it will be nocossary for othor provision to bo mado. 


National Hoalth Sorvico, Tho dispensing of medicinos has bocoma 
satisfactory and nursing facilitios aro availablo as nocossarve 


Wator Supply. 12 analysos of wator suppliod for domostic uso wore 
medo during tho yoar.s Thoso proved tho wator to bo of oxcollont 
orgenic purity but of a slightly corrosivo naturo, As © rosult 
of intormittont contamination, cortain protoctivo works havo beon 
carried out to provont pollution at the sourco of supply.» Thirtoon 
dwollinghousos woro connoctod to tho supply during tho year; tho 
number of dwollinghousos suppliod from public mains (a) diréct 
to housos = 562 (1768 porsons); (b) by moans of stand=pipos = 8 
(23 porsons). 


Soworego and Scwago Disposale Tho soworago systom and purification 
plant aro functioning satisfactorily. Tho works aro kopt in vory 
good condition but somo minor ropeirs aro nocossarye 


Rofuso Disposal. Houso rofuse continuos to bo satisfactorily doalt 
with both 4s rogards collection and incinoratione It would bo 
roasonable to roquiro housocholdors to provids covered and impervious 
rocoptaclos in which to doposit rofuso for colloctione 


Markots. Tho town rotains its importanco as © contro for tho 
merkoting of livostock end tho provision of a 6 tons capacity diel 
woighing machine has addod to tho popularity of tho rocontly 
roconstructod Livostock Markote 
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Car Park, Tho contrelly situatod Car Park was brought into usa in 
May 1950 and has accommodation for nearly 200 vehicles. The 
reconstruction work hag reached an advanced stage. 


Town Hall, The premises (formerly The Vicarage) have been 
reconstructed and are in use as Offices of the Council. 


Infectious Diseases. There were 7 cases of infectious disease 
notified, viz: Poliomyelitis 23 Measles 13 Scarlet Fever 1 and 
5 cases of pulmonary tuberculosis.

Inspection and Suporvision of Food. 


(a) Milk Supply. Dairies aré regularly inspected and are 
generally satisfactory. Improvements have been 
carried out at one dairy as a result of informal action. 


(b) Meat and Other Foods, Byelaws as to hygienic handling 
ete, of food, made under Section 15 of the Food and 
Drugs Act, 1938, came into force on 26th June,1956. 
All local food shops (50 in number), delivery vans 
and stalls have been inspected and the Propristors 
supplied with a copy of the Byelaws, The standard ~ 
of cleanliness is gonerally high but in certain cases 
the Sanitary Inspector has drawn attention to matters 
or practices contravening tho Byelaws and thess hove 
beon romodiod. 
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(c) Food Poisoning. Thoro was one caso of focd poisoning 
duxing tho year. Source could not bo dotormined but 
was probably duo to tinnod salmono
